June 12, 1987 --- Dr. H. W. (Hal) Proppe has been appointed Associate Vice-Rector, 


Institutional Relations and Finance, for a three-year term, effective July 1, 1987. 


Dr. Proppe joined Concordia in 1970 as an assistant professor in the (Sir George 
Williams) Department of Mathematics. He later served as Department Chair, from 1978 


to 1985. 


In announcing Dr. Proppe's appointment, Dr. Maurice Cohen, Vice-Rector, 
Institutional Relations and Finance, described the new Associate Vice-Rector as "one of 
the most capable individuals at Concordia, a man respected by all segments of the 


University community." 


A graduate of McGill University (B.Sc. '63 Honours Mathematics and Physics), 
(M.Sc. '65 Meteorology), and (Ph.D. '69 Mathematics), the new Associate Vice-Rector 
was Chair of the Mathematics Department at Dawson College, from 1969 to 1970; 
worked as a part-time lecturer at McGill, from 1966-69; and was a meteorologist with 


the federal Department of Transport, from 1965 to 66. 


During his 17 years at Concordia Dr. Proppe has served on numerous department, 
Faculty and university committees. He has been a member of the executive of CUFA 
(Concordia University Faculty Association), and was the chief negotiator for the faculty 
union's first collective agreement. He has also served on Senate, and is currently an Arts 


and Science F aculty representative on the Board of Governors. 


Most recently, Dr. Proppe served with Research Services Director Audrey Williams 
as Co-Chair of the Capital Campaign's very successful Faculty/Staff Division completion 


phase.
